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Our next support for Abe date of birth is a hand written document dated September 1, 
1946 written by Abe's youngest child Beatrice Osa (Green) Brown when she was home in 
Arkansas visiting her family. She notes visiting the graves of her parents and 
grandparents, and noted the dates of birth and deaths, noting Abe's birth as February 7, 
1852. 




In 1865 Abe went off to war. Abe served in Schnabel's

My family history notes that my great-grandmothers name was Luticia, however this 
information was sketchy at best. The Marriage records of Macon County (Book 1867- 
1880) show her name to be Luticia. Various researchers have listed Luticia name as 
Letitia, which might well have been the sound of her name as heard by the census taker in 
the 1870 census. The Burnett family Bible lists her name as Luticia, so we have taken to 
referring to her as Lu. 

The 1870 Census connects, without questions, the family of John Burnett to my great- 
grandmother. The 1870 census shows Luticia's parents John Burnett and Ann Hubbard, 
along with the William Ward family, grandparents of Luticia's future husband James.. 
The 1870 census also reflects, siblings Martin (age 14), Jesse (age 12), Walter ( age 10) 
and Luticia at age 6.

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While we were able to find the 1860, 1870, 1880 1900 and 1910 Federal Census 
documents for Michael, only the 1900 Census provides further support for the date of 
birth, also reflecting December 1822. 

Fortunately, Michael Green's life is well documented with the following reflecting his 
name to be Michael Green: The 1860, 1870 and 1880 Federal Census, the 1860 Arkansas 
Census, Michael's 1906 Civil War pension filing, the Arkansas Land Records Summary, 
the May 1862 U.S. General Land Office Records, the February 1888 U.S. General Land 
Office Records, the Green Family Bible found at the Roane County Archival Library, son 
Abe Green's lawsuit against the estate of Michael Green, the Oliver Spring Historical 
Society history of the "Green" family and the 1984 reprint of the 1914 story of Michael 
being driven in the first Car in Boone County Arkansas, on his 91st birthday.

Given the 
census date of August 1860 she should have been listed as 42, 
however, her birthday had just come 60 days earlier. We have found 
nothing else to date to confirm the correct date.

Our first support for his birth begins with 
the 1850 census Sugar Loaf, Township, Carroll county, 
Arkansas, in which we found Abel at age 25, along with his wife 
and children. 




Ten years later in the 1860 Census for Sugar Loaf, Township, Carroll county, Arkansas, 
we again found Abel and his wife Martha Jane Keeling (his second cousin) and their 
children Virginia (age 9), our Nancy Catherine (age 6), and Thomas W., a new born. We 
note that Able is shown to be born in 1823, as he is 37 in this 1860 census.

Almost all of the people in this photo are related, as was the town of Lead Hill, 
Arkansas. This photo captures members of the Green and Keeling families primarily, 
with two of the family patriarchs seated in the middle, Abel Keeling (83) on the left 
and Michael B. Green (84) on the right. Three of the famous Keeling baskets are 
scattered about in the photo. The photo appeared as the cover photo of a May 5, 1978 
promotional newspaper sponsored by the now disbanded Lead Hill Area Chamber of 
Commerce, and was reprinted from the original 1906 newspaper. We received the 
1978 newspaper in 2003 from Wanda "June" Hutcheson, the author of the story that 
accompanied the photograph. Mrs. Hutcheson informed us that she did not know the 
origin of the photo. According to Mrs. Hutcheson, the paper she sent to us was the 
last one in existence. 
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5 Martha Jane Keeling born October 6, 1828 in Tennessee does not have a birth 
certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for her birth begins with the 
1860 census Sugar Loaf, Township, Carroll county, Arkansas, shown in the 
previous section. In this case, the family tree really doesn't branch. Martha and her 
husband William Able are first cousins, as Martha's father William Weldon Keeling, and 
her husband William Able Reeling's father, John Thomas Keeling are brothers. 

5 Iredell Drewry Choate born in 1823 in Tennessee does not have a birth certificate 
we have been able to find. Our first support for his birth begins with the 
Subdivision 23, Mcminn, Tennessee 1850 census were Iredell is list as 28 years old, 
along with his wife Martha Green and the first of their six children, Albert, John, 
Manerva, Amanda, Robert and Hugh.

The couple had 13 children together, from 
1843 to 1867. In the 1860 census of Hamilton County, Tennessee, it is recorded that 
Iredell owned 400 acres of prime farm land, most likely his father's property. Due to 
worries about where his family would be living when Civil War was declared, in early 
1861 Iredell and his family moved from Tennessee to Illinois, and five years later they 
moved again to Missouri. 

5 Martha S. Green born November 27, 1827 does not have a birth certificate we 
have been able to find. Our first support for her birth begins with Subdivision 23, 
Mcminn, Tennessee 1850 census discussed in the previous section. 

More research is required 




George Greer born in 1796 in South Carolina, does not have a birth certificate we 
have been able to find. Our first support for his birth begins with the 1850 census 
for Benton, Tennessee with George appearing at age 54 years old. George's wife 



Caroline is also shown, along with children Elizabeth (age 18), Martha (age 13), William 
(age 7) and Catharine (age 3). Many questions surround George Greer and his daughter 
Martha and the birth date and connection to George is in Question.

The stone is located at Bethel Cemetery, Bethel Acres, Pottawatomie 
County, Oklahoma . Information given on the Bethel Cemetery 
webpage states that the cemetery is about 5 miles south of 1-40 or 3 
miles north of Hwy 9. Take Hwy 102 south from 1-40 for 5 miles to 
Hardesty Road. Go east on Hardesty Road for about 1 1/2 miles. It is 
on the north side of Hardesty Road behind the church. Mr. Woodruff 
has listed the graves by row starting from the east end of the 
cemetery, with plots proceeding from north to south. Example: R6-11 
(Martha's plot) would be the 1 1th grave in from the north end of the 
6th row at the east end of the cemetery. 



We found the 1850 Census for Murray, Georgia which contained Martha at age 29 along 
with husband John M. and their early family Sara E. (age 5), Samuel A. (age 4) and 
Sophia A. (age 1).

Martha Lou's parents, Armistead Hudson and Nancy Web were in Sugar Loaf Township, 
Maron County, Arkansas in 1860 along with more than 100 of our family members and 
would be family members. Mary Lou and her husband John Lane were born and met in 
Tennessee, moved to Georgia and later move to Arkansas. When Martha was widowed in 
1894 she moved to be near her son William D. Lane in Oklahoma. 
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5 John Justus Jr. born in 1816 in Georgia does not have a birth certificate we have 
been able to find. Our first support for his birth begins with the 1860 census from 
Sugar Loaf Township, Marion County, Arkansas which we have used several times 
before in this history due to the amazing number of family members living in the 
Township in that year. John is shown as 44 years old in 1850 placing his year of birth in 
1816. Boone County was not formed yet in 1860, and the area that would be Sugar Loaf 
Township in Boone County was part of Marion County. We also learned that John M. 
Justus married Louisa Richardson in Lawrence County, Arkansas on 12 September 1839. 
We located this marriage record in Arkansas Marriages to 1850 [database on-line]. Provo, 
UT, USA: Ancestry.com Operations Inc, 1997. Original data: Dodd, Jordan R, et. al.. 
Early American Marriages: Arkansas to 1850. Bountiful, UT, USA: Precision Indexing 
Publishers, 19xx. In this record we tie together John M. Justus (spelled Justus not Justice 
in this document) and he is enumerated with his new wife Luisa Richardson (should be 
spelled Louisa) in the 1840 census of Lawrence County. 

The 1860 census identifies our Mary Justice's father as John Justice. He owned real estate 
valued at $450. In this census Mary F. Justice has the correct middle initial and is the 
correct age to be the ancestor. As noted above, John and Louisa Justice were living in 
Lawrence County, Arkansas, in 1850. John already owned land, which is significant 
because it means that additional information concerning John Justus should be found in 
land and probably probate records.

The Justus family continued to live in what became Boone County, and John and Louisa 
bore five daughters and four sons between 1839 and 1861. 



One of the many amazing things that we have learned as we researched our family trees 
is the frequency in which our families have followed the same paths across America. 
Perhaps this is nothing more that the fact that pioneers were all essentially headed in the 
same general direction. Or, possibly it is also one more fact that once these people began 
to associate with each other, they came to rely on one another, and marry individuals 
within the families who they knew and trusted. 



When we found the Justus family in the 1860 census we were amazed to see that while 
the family is listed on lines 23 through 33, the 34th line through the next pages are all 
Green family members, beginning with the patriarch Theodorick Green. The two families 
occupied neighboring farms, and ironically, it would be nearly 77 years before Bonis 
Green (three generations removed from Theodorick) and Blanche Lane (three generations 
removed from John Justus) would meet and marry in yet another state, Oklahoma 
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5 John "Jack" Ward born in July 1, 1836 in Arkansas does not have a birth 
certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for his birth begins with the 
1850 Census for District 52, Macon County, Missouri, which records John Ward at 
age 13, with his parents William Ward and Phebe Greenstreet, and nine of his siblings, 
along with Phebe's brother, Napoleon Greenstreet. We also found four other census 
documents between 1870 and 1910, which also confirm the birth years and connections 
to the family.

5 Martha Ellen Sears born February 13, 1839 in Macon County, Missouri does not 
have a birth certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for her birth 
begins with a Photograph of Ellen Ward's headstone taken September 8, 1999 at 
Old Chariton Cemetery, Macon County, Missouri. The headstone records: Ellen, Wife 
of John Ward, Born Feb 13, 1839, Died Sept. 15, 1888. Old Chariton Cemetery records 
(located in Valley Township, section 12, Macon County, Missouri) show: Ward, Ellen 
Feb 13, 1839-Sept 15, 1888 (tree stump stone). In addition, of course we have the 1870 to 
1910 Census documents from the previous section, which include M artha. 
Still in search of the actual photo in our files of Martha's headstone. 

Martha died in 1888 after 33 years of marriage and having been pregnant every other 
year of her married life. She died when her youngest child was just seven years old. Two 
years following Martha's death, John married Harriet Bailey, with whom he raised four 
children. John died in 1912 in Stone County, Missouri, and is believed to be buried in 
Carroll, Arkansas. Martha is buried in Old Chariton Cemetery, Macon County, Missouri. 
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5 John Burnett born August 14, 1824 in Wayne County, Kentucky does not have a 
birth certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for his birth begins with 
1850 Federal Census for District 52, Macon County, Missouri. John is shown as 26 
years old, with his wife Sarah Sally Humphreys and their first two children, Elizabeth 
(age 3), and Enoch (age 2). In the lines preceding and following the young Burnett 
family are two Humphrey families. John Burnett's parents were Roland Burnett and Mary 
Hurt.

This Census was taken four years before our Luticia 
was born. This census confirms that John Burnett was born in Kentucky, Sarah in Illinois 
and all of the children in Missouri.

John was married twice, first to Sarah Sally Humphreys, with whom he bore two 
children, and then to Ann Hubbard with whom he bore four children, three boys and one 
girl; the last of whom was Great Grandmother Luticia, the mother of Clella May Ward. 

5 Sara Sally Humphreys born July 12, 1829 in Illinois does not have a birth 
certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for her birth begins with the 
1850 Federal Census for District 52, Macon County, Missouri just as with her 
husband John. Sally appears as 24 years old (correct for her 1829 Birth) and born in 
Illinois. 
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6Theodorick E. "Theo" Green born December 
21,1799 in Pittsylvania County Virginia, however, 
this cannot be confirmed through a birth certificate as 
such a record does not exist, (see footnote 1) 

Given this fact, our first support for his birth begins with 
the 1850 Federal Census for Subdivision 20, Roane 
County, Tennessee. This census records Theodorick at 50 
years old and born in Tennessee.

This census records Theodorick at 60 years old 
and born in Virginia, along with his wife Mary (Polly Hassler) age 55 and born in 
Tennessee. Their children are shown as Amanda (age 15), and Avery (age 13) .

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Theodorick, the son of Thomas Green and Amy Keesee was born in Virginia, but moved 
in 1811 to Picklemania Township, Kingston County, Tennessee, and grew to manhood 
there. He married Mary Hassler in what became Roane County, Tennessee December 18, 
1820. Theodorick and Mary were the parents of 13 children, 8 sons and 5 daughters. In 
1857 they moved to Marion County, Arkansas. Theodorick led a busy and active life as a 
farmer and a mechanic. 

From the physical records thus far, it is impossible to say if Theodorick was born in 
Virginia or Tennessee, although we believe it is Virginia. It is also impossible to say if 
he was born in 1799 or 1800, although we believe it is 1799. Finally, it is impossible to 
be certain if Theodorick spelled his name with a e at the end or not, however, we believe 
it was "Green," but we admit that it could be either way. 

The 1840, 1850 Federal Census and the February 1, 1860 Arkansas Land record for 
Theo, reflect "Greene," while the 1830 and 1860 Federal Census, mentions in the Turbo 
chronicles of the Ozarks and the marriage certificate below all reflect his last name to be 
"Green". We note further that Theo's father Thomas Green did not use an e at the end of 
his name.

This census document is difficult to find 
as the transcription for the surname was Grune, and later 
changed to Greene, both of which are incorrect and reflect the 
thoughts of families trying to connect this personal history to 
this person. The correct spelling is on many documents and 
headstones for the family and is correctly spelled "Green". 

The other connecting facts are the children of Theo Green and Mary Hassler: Listed 
inl850 is James (age 20), Johnathan (age 22), John Jehu (age 17), Almeda (age 12), 
Theodorick B. (age 10), Litha A. (age 9), Amanda (age 5), Avery (age 4) and new born 
Milly.

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6 John Thomas Keeling born February 03, 1797 in Washington County, Tennessee 
does not have a birth certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for his 
birth is the 1850 Federal census for Bowen Township, Madison County, Arkansas. 
Thomas is reported to be 50 years old. The census also includes his wife Mary 
Polly Irick and their children Weldon (age 23), Mary Polly (age 18), Cleia (age 17), 
Catharine (age 16), Susan (agel6), Harlan (age 14), and Thomas Jr. (agel2). Oldest son 
William Able is no longer at home in 1850. 

John Thomas Keeling, known as Thomas was the second of six children of William 
(Levi) Keeling and Susan Elizabeth Lay. He was born in 1797 in Wilkes County North 
Carolina, and spent his childhood in eastern Tennessee. In census records his place of 
birth is shown as Tennessee, however, eastern Tennessee was originally part of North 
Carolina.

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By 1880 Mary was 75 years old and Thomas was over 82, amazingly long lives for the 
1800s. 

The following 1 1 children of Thomas and Polly have been identified in records of the 
period: The first child identified was Abel Keeling, born November 23, 1823 in Blount 
County Tennessee. Thomas taught Abel to weave baskets, a skill which was passed 
thorough several generations. He died on July 11, 1911 in Lead Hill, Boone County, 
Arkansas. Abel married his first cousin, Martha J. Keeling in 1849 in Madison County, 
Arkansas. Their children were: Virginia Keeling who married William Baxter Parrish; 
Nancy Katherine who married Abraham Green ; Thomas Weldon who married Margaret 
Jane Smith; and Frank Robert who married Ella MeGrew. Interestly this is the same 
Smith family who had accused Abel's father John Thomas of bastardy. After Martha's 
death during the Civil War, Abel married Catherine Boman (Bowman) on September 24, 
1865 in Polk County, Missouri. It isn't clear if this was a first or second marriage for 
Catherine. This marriage brought one son and one daughter. The son, Will, married 
twice: first to Nancy L. Jackson and then to Lou Lingerfelt. 

6 William Weldon Keeling born June 4, 1805 in Blount County, Tennessee does 
not have a birth certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for his birth 
is the 1840 Federal census for Bowen Township, Madison County, Arkansas, in 
which William is listed as between the ages of 30 and 40, with a wife of the same age and 
seven children. Facts are very poor on this family

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6 Elizabeth Hyden-Heiden born November 5, 1805 in Blount County, Tennessee 
does not have a birth certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for her 
birth is the 1840 Federal census for Bowen Township, Madison County, Arkansas, 
with a range for her age, just like her husband. 

The 1827 marriage certificate places Elizabeth and William together, however we have as 
yet found nothing further.

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6 Richard Drewry Choate Jr. born in 1795 in Catawba, North Carolina does not 
have a birth certificate we have been able to find. Our first support for his birth is 
the 1840 Federal census 

Richard D. Choate Jr. was born in 1795 in Catawba, North Carolina, the first son of eight 
children of Richard D. Choate Sr. and Nellie Mcafee. Family members believe that 
Richard had two wives during his life, however, the record is unclear. Dora Choate 
Grayham's research on the family lists Richard's wife as Elizabeth Enix. Richard Jr. 
married Ammy Hamilton, who was born in 1794. 

Mrs. Dora Choate Grayham gives wife of Richard as Elizabeth with no last name. 

Could this be Ammy Hamilton or another wife? I have birth date for Ammy as 1794 and 
she has Elizabeth's birth date as April 15, 1813, Carter County, Kentucky. Since, 
apparently, Zachariah is the last child given, Richard may have married again, but Ammy 
died 1852 and Zack was born 1831. 
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1 According to a letter from the Arkansas Department of Health Dated April 16, 2010, "There are no birth 
records in existence in Arkansas prior to February 14, 1914. Some records were 'Created' in 1942, for birth 
records recorded in ledger format, and which existed before 1881, however, the records in question were 
not found. 
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
